Five desperate prisoners made a daring 
attempt to burn the Fulton county jail 
early this morning, and it wag nearly z 
o'clock before the fire was extinguished. | 

The fire was located in a dangerous 


place, and for awhile the excitement was. 


intense, but beyond a hole in the roor 
and the destruction of one cell no damage 
was done. 

Shortly after 12 o'clock Watchman 
Coyne, who was strolling in the yard, 
noticed smoke arising from a fiue about 
the midcle of the building. He shouted the 
elarm at once and Guard Will McMurt- 
rey, who was in charge, rushed to the cell 
department. The second floor, upon which 
most of the prisoners were confined, was 
filled with blinding smoke. In cell 4 @& 
small blaze was seen burning amidst the 
rafters high overhead. Five negro men 
yelling, groaning and crying were contined 
there. 

Some of the most reliable prisoners on 
the lower floor were pressed into service. 
While McMurtrey was fighting the. fiames, 
J. &. Stripling, a United States prisoner, 
took charge of the keys and stationed 
himself at the outer door. Fred Cooper, 
who is occupying Ryan’s old cell, was 
@laced in charge of the desperate quintet. 

It soon became evident that the nre 

could not be controlled by the men at the 
jail and the alarm was sent in. Nos. @ 
and 56, with the chemical engine, arrived 
in a few moments. Foreman Jake “mu 
took charge and soon had his men at 
work. It was a hard fire to fight. she 
blaze, making its way slowly but steadily 
in the woodwork between the outer stone 
wall and the slate roof, was difficult to 
reach. For some time the efforts of* the 
firemen were directed towards the biaze 
on the inside, but the small cell made it 
impossible for them to get at it. 
. In a few moments the men had a ladder 
gtretched to the slate roof and were chopping 
away at a lively rate. In this way tne 
Gangerous blaze was reached and it re- 
quired only a short while to extinguish it. 

For a while, however, it looked as if 
the whole building was doomed, and it re- 
quired all the energies of McMurtrey 
and his assistants to manage the prisoners. 
Cooper took charge of the negro incendia- 
ries and led them, heavily handcuffed, to a 
dungeon below the building. All of the men 
@re short-termed and had been’ jailed re- 
cently. Gus Baker, charged with -cheating 
and swindling; Larry Wright, charged with 
assault and battery; John Riggins, charged 
with larceny from the house; Charles Wash- 
ington, charged with carrying con@ealed 
Weapons, and Charles Hill, a boy fourteen 
years old, were the prisoners in cell 21, 
where the fire originated. 

All of the men were emphatic in their as- 
sertions of their innocence and claim to 
have been asleep until awakened by the 
alarm of the guard. 

Used Their Blankets. 

In order to set fire to the building the 
prisoners removed the plastering from the 
upper ceiling, exposing the laths and wood. 
Between these they stuffed the blankets 
up2n which they were sleeping. These, it 
is thought, were greased with the fat meat 
which had been saved for the purpose in 
order to make the material inflammable. 
Small pieces of meat were found on the cell 
floor afterwards. 

During the fire some of the more nervous 
prisoners were excited and gave vent to 
their emotions through the bars. Most of 
them, however, remained silent and looked 
on in mute astonishment and feur. 

In addition to Cooper and Stripling, Wall 
Dickinson and Hicken were other inmates 
who rendered valuable assistance.

One of the ques to be determined by 
the city fathers ia that recently raised 
concerning the proposed change of grade 
on South Pryor street. The report of the 
street committee, which was reached last 
Thureday after a was had from 
the citizens directly ‘Imterested, is in 
favor of the change. | 

But the report did not go through, without 
opposition. There are several citizens who 
are not in favor of the c eas they say 
it will damage their pro y, and it is 
understood that they will have legal repre- 
sentatives at the meeting this afternoon to 
ener a protest. They say that the grade 
will be lowered about two feet and will 
thus spoil to a great extent property ad- 
jacent to the grade. This protest, however,, 
will come from a minority of the property 
holders on the street, and may not influence 
the council to refuse to adopt the report 
of the street committee. As has been stated 
in The Constitution, certain citizens say 
that if the grade is changed they will sue 
thé city. 

Work has been suspended since last 
Wednesday, pending a settlement of the 
question at issue. It will be resumed tomor- 
row, No matter what the council decides. 
upon this afternoon. 

Another matter that will come before the 
eouncil this afternoon will be a voluminous 
document from the board of police com- 
missioners, containing an entirely new list 
of rules for the government of the police 
and detective forces. These rules have al- 
ready been adopted by the board, but *have 
to be ratified by the council before they can 
be enforced. The rules are more full and 
thorough than heretofore. Every point 
about which there has been doubt in the 
past ig covered in a very explicit manner, 
and policemen will have only to refer to 
their book of rules to find what to do in 
any given case. 3 

Rules for the detective force are set forth 
in the new list. When the list of rules now 
of the force was adopted by the council 
there was no such thing as a detective 
force, and the creation of this department 
has likewise created a necessity for more 
rules. 

Something of: interest will probably be 
heard also from the city prison eommittee, 
which for a month past has been investigat- 
ing the condition of the city’s prisons, and 
has doubtless uncovered many facts of 
interest regarding the city stockade and the 
police station.

IN THE CHURCHES. 


What Occurred in the Various Sanct- 
uaries Yesterday. 


Rev, R. V. Atkisson, pastor of the Cen- 
tral Congregational church, preach:d on the 
parable of the sower yesterday morning. 
He began by describing the time and place, 
when and where our Lord spoke this para- 
ble. Much of the Bible was made in open 
air, amid the scenes of rural life. It has 
nature in it and caught a great deal of gun- 
shine, for no roof covered the Messiah’s 
head, and no walls shut him in from thé 
world, His pulpit was the prow of the boat, 
the mountain and the projecting rock. On 
this occasion he spoke from a baat. His 
lakeside congregation was composed prob- 
ably of all classes, but chiefly those from 
the rural districts. He calls attention to 
the plain which lay out before them, cover- 
ed already with the spring wheat. The 
prominent thought in the «parable {fs the 
sdil and how it reczived the seed. He says 
the kingdom of heaven is like that. Like 
what? Not the sower, for Christ is the 
sower; nor the seed, or the golden rip; har- 
vest, but like yonder rolling fields, already 
covered’ with the waving harvest. The sow- 
er was the Master, the seed His truth, and 
the hearts of men the soil. One sower and 
one kind of seed, but a varied soll. It is not 
an Outgrowth of intellectual, philosophical 
and ethical culture, but a seed brought 
from the skles by the sower and planted 
in the human heart. The truth is received 
through human faculties. ‘Take heed how 
ye hear.”’ Let us notice the four kinds of 
hearers represented in the parable and find 
in which class yoy are. First, some fell by 
the wayside and were devoured. The way. 
side hearer&S constitute a large class. Th: 
beaten paths ran through the fields and seed 
falling on these places never worked down 
to the moist soil and took root. ‘The soil 
was too hard. The fault was not in the na- 
ture of the soil, but in its condition. So 
truth falls on many hearts, but is brushed 
away before it gets roothold. The spiritual 
taste is often vitiated and the soul has no 
tender sympathy for the sweet truths of the 
heavenly kingdom. In the second class 
some afte found. 

“Some fell upon stony places.’’ Much of 
Palestine was. stony. he soil was not 
deep. The seed soon sprang up and th: 
heat of the sun soon withered it up. No 
depth of soil and no room for root. oon it 
pressed the rock. This represents a class 
which we can call shallow-rooted hearers. 
The sermon is. received quickly and much 
stir is made, but the move is a spasmodic 
one. The whole soul is not enlisted. They 
are simply surfacé creatures. They can’t 
resist temptation. They are selfish enough 
to want to get to heaven, but they mean to 
barely enter. They are not fully determined 
but are wanting to be saved for fear they 
will miss something. They are oft2n noisy 
and very active at first, but soon tempta- 
tion sweeps them away. It is easy to fall 
ae =e class. Keep out of it and away 
rom it. 

The third class is different from both the 
preceding ones. Here the soil is deep and 
fertile. It has all of the elements needed for 
srowth and the seed is properly planted, but 
other s¢ed choke it out: Here we find the 
god Mammon, or worldly class. The wheat 
and tares are growing together. Strong, 
determined souls, but much of the seed of 
sin is already deeply rooted therein and the 
growth is prevented. 

Many are in this class. See the pale, 
bloodless characters about you who profess 
Christ, but the Christian light ts made ob- 
secure by the rank over-growth of the evil. 
The tall corn is hidden by the rank growth 
of weeds. The worldly minded are every- 
wheres. Often it is said the church is so 
heavily loaded with indifferent and bad 
members that it ‘s with great difficulty it 
moves. Are you in the way of progress? 
Is your life full of love of wealth. fam« and 
pleasure that no one can discover a sign of 
Christ in you? But it is not the fortune of 
all the seed to h sooner or 9 OR 
some seed fell into good ground.”

An Augusta Invention. 


Mr. Edward Allen Gleason, a young man 
of this city, who is a carpenter by trade, 
has become an inventor. He has eccntrived 
and produced something not before existing. 
It is a guard rail for open eleztric strect 
cars to prevent passengers gerting uff the 
cars on the side the posts ire iocated, also 
on the side of the doubie tracks. 

It is simple in its construc*tivon, and its 
value is inestimable. 

Mr. Gleason has struck a ,001 tning in 
the guard rail, and he has filed a caveat 
which is a forinal notice or caution that he 
has made application for patent rights on 
his invention. 

Mr., Gleason has not vet been able to se- 
cure the privilege to have the guard rail 
tested on the street cars here, but he hopes 
that it will soon be given a trial. The 
guard rail appears to be a saie protection, 
Mr. Gleason has given considecabie stidy 
to this matter, and the result is he has 
invented a device which he feels sure is 
bound to become popular and generally 
used. 

Description of Guard Rail. 


The guard rail is constructed of one and 
a half inch gas pipe and consists of two 
rails (or pipes) the iength of the car. The 
bottom rail (or pipe) is provided at each 
end with an elbow, into which a steel rod 
is fixed stationary, whch moves freely 
through a T at each end of the top rail 
(or pipe), which is provided at each end, 
and at every other column with an arm, 
which is fixed into a T at the intersection 
of the arm and rail (or pipe). The arms 
and upper rail (or pipe) work on the same 


principie as a duplex awning. Between each 


column there are two nat bars ioosely 
riveted so as to work freely, to the top ral 
(or pipe), each about six inches from the 
columns of the car. These are provided at 
their lower ends with a swivel, which works 
freely over the lower rail (or. pipe). When 
the rails (or pipes) are closed the same 
principle as the gates used on the end of 
cars) both together are not more than

There is no telling what electricity 

may yet accomplish, and it is therefore 
interesting to follow its developments 
in other countries. 
The Albany Argus predicts that with- 
in six years the deathknéll of steam 
as a motive power will be sounded. It 
believes that the storage battery prob- 
lem is about solved, and this leads The 
New York Press to say: 

This year—1894—has seen the sudden de- 
velopment of the idea of generating elec- 
tricity cheaply by water power and sending 
it long distances economically by wire. Va- 
rious experiments in Europe in the last half 
dozen years, notably the transmission of 
electrical power from Tivoli to Rome, have 
proved the feasibility of the tdea. 

The harnessing of the Niagara falls for 
this purpose has attracted extraordinary 
attention, and rightly, for it marked the 
beginning of the new era of electricity, but 
nearly a dozen other American companies 
have quiétly begun work in the same direc- 
tion in the past twelve months, and the to- 
tal amount of horse-power they are prom- 
ising to supply in the form of electricity as 
soon as there is a demand for it is rough- 
ly estimated at 1,500,000. That figure takes 
on amazing proportions when one stops to 
reflect that the total amount. of steam 
horse-power in use in the United States at 
the present time is between 2,000,000 and 
3,000, 000.

The bugle 
blast of President Spencer could have cell- 
ei them all into a conference in three 
minutes. They were in a stone’s throw of 
each other—and it all happened as a sim- 
ple casualty. 

President Spencer and party came to 
Atlunta to buy the Georgia Pacific, which 
they added to their territory of southern 
railroads Saturday. Mr. Baldwin and the two 
general managers came for a trip of in- 
spection over the Georgia Pacific and ‘Traf- 
fic Manager Culp and party reached the 
city at a late hour from a trip over the 
new line, and an inspecting tour over the 
Alabama division of the old East Tennes~ 
tee, Virginia and Georgia. 

Going Over the New Line. 

Now that the Georgia Pacific has been 
purchased by the Southern it will take its 
place as one of.the regular divisions of 
the company’s territory. 

Third Vice President W. H. Baldwin ac- 
companied by General Manager W. H. 
Green and General Manager Hudson will 
leave this morning at 6:45 for a tour of 
inspection over this line. They will go 
over the entire mileage, and will make a 
thorough investigation of the methods of 
operation as wfll be most desirable to adopt 
in running the road directly under the man- 
agement of the great consolidated system. 

They will return by way of Atlanta 
Wednesday night and will then go to Wash- 
ington to prepare circulars according to 
the plans they adopt... Thus their trip 
over the Georgia Pacific and their visit to 

Atlanta counts for much. All the ilttle de- 
tails of consolidation will come under their 
Consideration, how to concentrate inter- 
ests, how to settle upon officers, how to fix 
Schedules and such matters, 

“Nothing is known just yet,” sald Mr. 
Baldwin to The Constitution last night, “as 
to what will be done in the matter of shap- 
ing up the force on this division. Of 
course this trip is for such purposes’ and 
will decide the matter, but not until we 
have finished the inspection and the gen- 
eral investigation will we come to any con- 
clusions whatever, and then we will go to 
Washington and definitely announce the 
transaction in circulars which will soon be 
issued. 

“All this matter of dividing territory 
among superintendents, of adjusting new 
Schedules and such things will have to 
go through the regular formal course of 
business and not until the circulars 
are issued will the changes, if any, be 
known. We are ourselves in the dark up 
to date as to what is to be done—as to 
What is best to be done. The wisdom of 
the adage, ‘Look before you leap,’ appeals 
to us, in this instance, and we are here 
for the purpose of looking.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin is greatly pleased with the 
way things are jogging along in this sec- 
tion of the south. He evidently has an 
eye to the merits of railroad men, and can 
but see what excellent men the Southern 
ls so fortunate to hold here.

The Decree of Sale. 


In connection with the news of the re- 
cent sale of the Georgia Pacific railroad, 
the following extracts from the court’s de- 
cree will prove interesting reading: 

“Now, on this, August 18, 1894, come again 
the parties by their respective solicitors, 
and come also the purchasers, Charles H. 
Coster and Anthony J. Thomas, purchasing 
committee, and their petition that the fe- 
port of the special master filed herein on 
August 18, 1894, should be approved, and the 
sale to them of the railroad, property and 
franchises of the Georgia Pacific Railway 
Company, as described in said decree, should 
be confirmed and made absolute, came on 
to be heard: 

“And it appearing by the report of the 
special master that such purchasers have 
fully complied with the directions of said 
decree as to the sale of the said property, 
and that such purchasers were the highest 
and best bidders for such railroad, property 
and franchises, and that the same was 
struck off to them for the sum of $500,000, 
subject, however, as recited in said de- 
cree, to the mortgages, receivers’ debts 
and other preferential liens and claims, and 
to all and singular the terms and conditions 
in said decree set forth, and that such pur- 
chasers have made the payment thus far 
obligatory upon them, and it being shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that the 
recitals in the report of the special master 
are true, and no cause being shown against 
such report; 

“And it further appearing to the court 
that, besides the said cash payment made 
by the said purchasers, they have also de- 
livered to the special master, for and on 
account of their bid, $4,982,500 of consoli- 
dated second mortgage bonds of the Geor- 
gia Pacific Railway Company, secured by 
its consolidated second mortgage, dated 
May 1, 1888, to the Central Trust Compan’ 
of New York, together with the unpaid 
coupons belonging to such bonds. 

“Thereupon the court orders and decrees 
that the said report of the special master 
be spread at large upon the record and be 
in all things approved, and the sale made 
by him to the said Charles H. Coster and 
‘Anthony J. Thomas, purchasing commit- 
tee, as joint tenants, and not as tenants in 
common, of all and singular the railroad, 
equipment, property and franchises of the 
Georgia Pacific Railway Company as de- 
scribed in and by the decree of foreclosure 
entered in this cause on March 27, 1894, at 
and for the sum of $500,000 by them bid, be 
and the same is in all things ratified, ap- 
proved, confirmed and made absolute, sub- 
ject, however, to all the mortgages, re- 
ceivers’ debts, preferential claims, and equi- 
ties reserved, and to all and singular the 
conditions of purchase as recited in said 
decree, and the continued right of the court 
to adjudge and declare what receivers’ or 
corporate debts are prior lien or in equity 
to the lien of the mortgage herein fore- 
closed or ought to be paid out of such pro- 
ceeds of sale in preference to the second 
conswlidated mortgage bonds and income 
mortgage bonds. And this court expressly 
reserves for future adjudication and power 
thereby to bind the property sold, all liens 
and claims, equities specified in and re- 
served by the said final decree of foreclos- 
ure so as aforesaid entered om March 27, 
1894. : 

“Jt further appearing to the court that 
the purchase of said railroad, property and 
frarichises by said Charles H. Coster and 
Anthony J. Thomas, as purchasing com- 
mittee, was for the purpose and with the 
intent of having the title of all the said 
railroad, property and franchises vested in 
and held by the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, a corporation created and existing 
under the laws of the state of Virginia, by 
an act of assembly, approved February 2, 
1894, as to all said raflroad property within 
the states of Georgia and Alabama, and 
as to all equipment, chattels and choses in 
action of the said Georgia Pacific railway, 
wherever situate, said corporation having 
complied with all conditions of law prece- 
dent to the transaction of business in said 
states. and the Sotithern Railway Company 
in Mississippi, a corporation to be organ- 
ized by that name 2. the state of Missis- 
sippi, as to all of the railroad and fran- 
chises within the state of Mississippi.” 

Here the decree sets forth that Messrs. 
Coster and Thomas want the property of 
the Georgia Pacific conveyed by deed to the 
Southern railway, and continues: 

“It is, therefore, ordered and décfeed by 
the court that the confirmation of the said 
sale so reported by the said special master, 
and the purchase of the railroad, property 
and franchises by said Charles H. Coster 
and Anthony. J. Thomas, as purchasing 
committee, shall be and the same is here- 
by confirmed to them, for the sole use, 
benefit and behoof severally and respective- 
ly of the said two ‘ations. 


Railroad Company, or any one claim- 
under or through it or them, ex- 


tn the prior mortgages ¢ in such de- 


cree. 

“On August $1, 18%, on exhibition of the 
deed or deeds executed and delivered by 
the special master as’ herein ordered, the 
receivers of this are authorized, di- 
rected and required |forthwith, upon its 
request, to deliver over to the said South- 
ern Railway Company and to the said 
Southern Railway Company in Mississippi 
the possession of all and singular the rail- 
road and property described in and con- 
veyed by such deed or deeds.

Railway Company in Mississippi, sign, seal, 
execute, acknowledge and deliver to said 
two corporation#all proper deeds of con- 
veyance, transfer, ,release and further as- 
surance of all the railroad, property, and 
franchises go as aforesaid sold undef the 
decree of this court, and embraced in the 
deed of the special master, 80 as fully and 
completely to transfer to and invest in the 
said two corporations severally and respect- 
ively the full, legal and equitable title as 
above provided to such railroad, property 
and franchises sold or intended to De sold 
under the decree of this court. 

“The court reserves full power, notwith- 
standing such conveyance and delivery of 
possession, to retake and resell the prop- 
erty this day confirmed, if the purchaser 
shall fail or neglect fully to complete such 
purchase and comply with the orders of 
court in respect to full payment and per- 
formance of said bid, or to pay into court

The New Rules of the Police Force Have 
Been Misinterpreted and Chairman 
English Explains.

This afternoon at 4 o’clock the board of 
police commissioners will asserable to lools. 
into the charge against Patrolman Lyle. 
It will be a lively meeting. The patrolman 
will attempt to show by @ number of wit- 
nesses that the sensational charges he had 
preferred against the detectives were well 
founded and prompted by the complaints of 
a number of citizens residing near the place 
where he claims the officers visited. 

On the other hand the detectives will ar- 
gue that his charges are slanderous and ac- 
tuated by a certain element of the police 
force which considers the detective depart- 
ment a nonenity, and which desires to 


throw suspicion upon them as officers. They 
will also introduce evidence to show that 
their visits to the house were for profes- 
sional purposes, as the husband of one of 
the women has been wanted for several 
months on a serious Charge. They claim 
also that a thorough investigation was 
made by Captain Thompson, who reported 
that he could find no evidence to substan- 
tiate the charges made against them. 

The whole affair will be well sifted by 
the board and every detail brought to light. 

The case of Patrolman Alderman will also 
be taken up. Several weeks ago Mr. H. 
Nix, who lives in the same house with’ the 
patrolman, reported him for conduct unbe- 
coming an officer, in that while in a state 
of intoxication he attacked members of his 
family and behaved in a disorderly way.

About the New Rules. 


The new set of rules for the police_force 
have been turned over to the city council 
and will be acted upon by it at the next 
regular meeting. 

The rule adopted at the last meeting of 
the commissioners concerning the debts 
of members of the police force has, to 
some extent, been misinterpreted. 

Concerning this Chairman English said 
Saturday evening: 

“The rule doés not mean that the men 
shall pay all their debts in sixty days. Nor 
does it apply to those debts which were 
contracted by the policemen before coming 
on the force. We believe that an officer of 
the city should not use his position to gain 
credit and then have no intention of pay- 
ing what he owes. It is our intention to 
keep dishonest men from the department, 
and the rule will be strictly enforced. 

“Arrangements ‘must be made within 
sixty days after the debt is made to pay 
it.. Any arrangement will do. A _ patrol- 
man can pay 30 much a month until what 
he owes is canceled. The rule concerning 
this adopted by the board is plain: ‘We 
hereby agree to give delinquents sixty days 
in which to arrange with their creditors, 
and should théy fail to do so the fault lie# 
with them, and the rules of the board will 
be enforced, as to all debts made after the 
said delinquents are qualified officers of 
the city.’ | 

“This is the rule,’’ continued Chairman 
English, ‘‘and it will be carried out to the 
letter.’”’ :

: Mesers. Roger Elliott and Shepard Bryan 
Were the Gentlemen—They Return- 
.ed Home Yesterday Afternoon. 


Two well-krown young Atlantians, 
Messrs. Roger Elliott and Shepard bryan, 
have just returned to the city after their 
summer trip to Morehead City, N. C., and 
bring back with them the story of @ nar- 
row escape from watery graves. 

For two days their friends at the hotel 
thought that they had been lost, and four 
boats searched for them without avali for 
mearly an hour, when they were found 
to be safely snugged away in a couple of 
gcvernment beds at a life-saving station, 
reccvering from their experiences. 

But the two young men have not as 
yet fully reccvered from their adventure 
on the muchly disturbed bosom of tne 
deep in the middle of a vigorous squall. 
The sailors on the boat, so friends oO! 
the two gentlemen say, declare that they 
were both game and did not evince tne 
least fear, working manfully at the pumps 
fn order to keep the boat from swamping. 
It is even said that Roger Hiliott, who 
is best known in connection with the chier 
clerkship of General Manager J. H. Winder, 
pf the Seaboard Air-Line, remarked to 
Pryan, as they stepped from the boat, 
water-soaked and chilled from exposure 
with as pleasant a smile as was possibie 
under the circumstences: 

“Shep, one time there I thought you'’a 
have to make my will for me, and 1 was 
glad that there was a lawyer aboard.” 

The young ettorney replied instanter: 

“TJnder the surrounding circumstances 
a double fee would have been admissible, 
and I should have required payment in 
edvance.” . 

It was, indeed, a narrow escape for both 
young men, and they have every cause 
to feel grateful for a providential interfer- 
ence, and a near-by life-saving station. 

Mr. Elliott's Story of the Squall. 

“We were out fishing just off Cape LOOK- 
out. I think we were in a forty-foot boat, 
which I assure you was several sizes too 
small when the storm came up. ‘Inere 
were three men on board to man it. 

“Luck was good and we were pulling 
in fish at a tremendous rate, when sud- 
denly the storm was upon us. At first it 
was simply lots of darkness and thunder 
interspersed with those vivid flashes or 
lightning you hear so much about. I never 
realized before how sudden and how real 
a storm could be. The rain began to pour 
down in the most veritable of torrents. 
It became darker and darker and tne 
waves began to roll higher and higner, 
pitching and tossing the boat about as 
if it- were a mere chip. Even the bare 
poles afforded too much surface to tne 
high wind, and every moment it looked as 
if we must,be swamped. We worked the 
pumps without cessation, but it seemed 
to do but lit=le good, though 1 am sure 
that if we had stopped a moment we would 
have been drowned. 

“Fortunately the man in charge of the 
boat knew his bearings, and headed as 
near as possible in the direction of the 
life-saving station. Finally, as the storm 
began to subside, we put on a little sail, 
and managed to keep the boat from jerking 
about so much, We headed for the life- 
saving station, which coule be observea 
by the lights. When we reached it at 
last, we were taken into the house at 
the station, given a change of clothing and 
made thoroughly comfortable. The only bad 
results that we have experienced nave 
been a couple of very bad colds. it looked 
mighty dangerous for awhile, 1 can teil 

ou.’’ 

RR Elliott and Bryan returned to 
the city yesterday at noon, looking none 
the worse for their adventure.
